low, Hammond said, to aid the 


large cities in the event of any | 


disaster. 
Start in October Planned. 


Hammond said an effort would | 


be made to have the initial organ- 
ization work in operation by the 
end of the first week in October. 

The director returned yesterday 
from Chicago, where he attended 
a conference of state civil defense 
directors of eight central western 
states with representatives of the 
National Security Resources 
Board, to discuss civil defense 
plans. 

The report of the National Se- 
curity Resourees Board, callipg 
for measures to prepare the Unmtt- 
ed States for attack by atomic | 
bombs, and outlining civil defense 
methods to be adopted by the Fed- 
eral Government, the states, cities 
and other areas, was made public 
Monday from Washington. 

“The scope of the civil defense 
program will be far greater than 
it was during World War II,” 
Hammond said. “The public must 
be alerted to the possibility of 
atomic bombing and preparation 
must be made for adequate civil 
defense.” 

Everybody to Have Part. 

“Civil defense is going to be a 
top activity in this country and 
will call for the participation of 
virtually every man, woman and 
child.’ Hammond. said, in dis- 
cussing the NSRB plan. “It will 
require an all-out concentration 
of effort over a period of years.” 

Hammond said he will confer 
with Gov. Forrest Smith today or 
tomorrow on the Missouri pro- 
gram, and completion of organi- 
zation of the State Council of De- 
fense. 

The Governor last Aug. 29 is- 
sued a proclamation re-establish- 
ing the State Council of Defense, 
which functioned during World 
War II, under a 1941 state law. 
He appointed Hammond, Jeffer- 
son City business man and former 
president of the State Chamber 
of Commerce, as vice-chairman 
and state civil defense director. 
Gov. Smith is chairman, under 
provisions of the defense council

“If this does not occur, the in- 
crease in our defensive strength 
Shall be the means of insuring 
our survival and protecting the 
essential values of our societies,” 
he declared. 

Acheson proposed that the For- 
mosa question be placed on the 
Assembly agenda as a matter “of 
special and urgent importance.” 

Formosa now is the last strong- 
hold of the Chinese Nationalists.

Exploding Meteor Seen as Fiery 
Streak Here and South of City 


A fiery streak across the sky— 
apparently an exploding meteor— 
was seen here and at many points 
south of St. Louis about 2:40 
o’clock this morning. 

The bolide, as a bright meteor 
of the exploding variety is called, 
was most brilliant in Tennessee. 
There it appeared as a ball of 
fire that got larger and larger, 
lighting up the whole sky before 
it exploded with a jar that was 
felt all the way from Memphis to 
Paducah, Ky. ; 

A resident of St. Louis said he 
saw what looked like a rocket 
shoot across the sky from north- 
west to southeast. “An intensely 
blue light” led W. M. Holden, 
driving here from Des Moines, to 
stop and get out of his automo- 
bile on the outskirts of St. Louis. 
“It was almost terrifying, it was 
so bright,” he said.

Acheson Expects Agreement. 

Secretary of State Dean Ache- 
son is known to believe that the 
next round of Atlantic Council 
talks will produce a final agree- 
metn among the 12-member na- 
tions on creating this unprece- 
dented peacetime force. 

He is hopeful also that it will 
move France nearer acceptance of 
the principle that German troops 
can be used along with American, 
British, French and other Atlantic 
power military units, 

The Council will meet again 
briefly within two weeks. Mean- 
while, Defense .Minister Emanuel 
Shinwell of Britain and French 
Defense Minister Jules Moch are 
due here to consult with their 
Cabinet colleagues, Foreign Min- 
ister Ernest Bevin and French 
Foreign Minister Robert Schu- 
man, on details of the proposal 
and, it is assumed, especially on 
the use of German troops. 

Expected to See Marshall. 

They are expected to talk also 
with Gen. George C. Marshail, 
newly-appointed Defense Secre- 
tary. 

Out of these talks is expected 
to emerge a much greater under- 
standing than any yet achieved of 
exactly what military commit- 
ments the major Western powers 
will undertake in joining the 
force -and also an agreement on 
initial steps to create it. 

American officials. say private- 
ly that speed is of the utmost im- 
portance. 

Acheson, Schuman and Bevin 
wound up their conference on

COLUMN OF REDS 
REPORTED ON WAY 
FROM MANCHURI 


Reinforcements Said to 
Be 35 Miles From Seoul 


—Not Known if They 
Are Chinese or Korean. 


ON THE INCHON FRONT, 
Sept. 20 (UP)—Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur was told today by officers 
at advance headquarters of the 
United States Tenth Army Corps 
that a column of Communist re- 
inforcements was moving south 
from Manchuria. The column 
consisted of 200 vehicles, includ- 
ing 40 tanks and was said to be 
coming from the Manchurian city 
of Antung. 

Gen. MacArthur said he was 
told the column had reached Kae- 
song, 35 miles northwest of Seoul. 

(It was not indicated whether 
these troops were North Koreans 
or Chinese Communists. However, 
Gen. MacArthur said in a report 
to the United Nations Monday 


Koreans had been trained by the 
€hinese Communists in Man- 
churia. A number of prisoners 
captured in Korea have said they 
served in the Chinese Communist 
army.) 

Before going to visit the front 
lines today, Gen. MacArthur went 
to the advance headquarters of 
the Tenth Corps. There he was 
briefed on the situation in a 
blacked-out war room, which had 
lights shining only on maps at the 
front of the room. 

He was told that the latest esti- 
mates placed. the Communist 
strength in Seoul at 18,000, in- 
cluding police cadets and all other 
forces. Their combat efficiency 
was considered “low.”

A pale three-quarters moon was 
sliding below the horizon when 
the Marines came out of their 
foxholes and started trudging to- 

ward the Han river today. 


Ahead of them somewhere on 
the dusty road were the big am- 
phibious tractors the assault 
waves would ride into the battle 
for the Han river bridgehead on 
the Seoul side. 


The men came out of their 
holes unwrapping ’§ themselves 
from blankets and shelter halves 
and cursing softly. The night was 
cold and damp. 

Maj. Mike Erhlich of San 
Diego yelled at his men, _ the 
heavy weapons company of the 
Fifth Regiment’s First Battalion: 

“Get ready to move. Assemble 
in boats.” 


Shouldered Heavy Equipment. 

The men shouldered heavy ma- 
chine guns, mortars, ammunition 
and radios as they came stum- 
bling out of the cotton patch on- 
to the road. The assault was set 
for 4 a. m. and Erhlich’s men 
were to ride with the assault. 

The river crossing didn’t look 
so good now. A few hours be- 
fore a reconnaissance company 
had tried to cross the river and 
take limited objectives. The ra- 
dioman had called back to head- 
quarters: “The Marines have 
landed and the situation is well 
in hand.” 

But that was befdre the Reds 
had attacked the company. 

The Reds hit hard and the lit- 
tle reconnaissance unit had to 
pull back across the river. The 
enemy had not been taken by 
surprise. Now we knew the ene- 
my would be waiting for the main 
attack.

Tanks in Vanguard. 

Five hours after the first waves 
hit the far bank, powerful United 
States tanks were ferried across. 
They churned up sand banks, 
plowed over rice paddies and 
moved into the van of the march 
on Seoul. 

The Army in Washington said 
South Korean marines have land- 
ed at Samchok, far up the Korean 
east coast opposite Seoul and 
north of Pohang. This is either 
to trap enemy forces on the east 
coast or is the beginning of a 
thrust along a lateral rail line 
toward Seoul, 118 air miles to the 
west. 

The first Marine infantry as- 
sault wave hit the river at dawn 
in amphibious tractors loaded 
with Leathernecks. 

First Attempt Fails. 

The Marines’ first river-crossing 
try in darkness was repulsed by 
Red gunfire. The second, after 
daybreak and a long-range naval 
shelling of the Reds from Inchon, 
made good. 

The tanks rumbled southeast, 
bringing powerful fire support to 
Leathernecks attacking hill po- 
sitions outside Seoul. Red Ko- 
reans were fleeing before this 
armored vanguard of a 40,000- 
man Allied liberation force. 

Americans and their Commu- 
nist enemy still were racing for 
possession of the capital. Com- 
munist troops rushed from the 
old southeast Korea front were 
reported streaming into Seoul 
along a winding secondary road 
from the southeast. 

As the Leathernecks struck at 
Seoul from the northwest another 
Marine force stood at the Han 
directly southwest of the city. A 
slugging match in the streets of 
the 500-year-old capital seemed 
imminent. 


Pohang Secured. 

While the Marines tightened 
their grip on Seoul, the other end 
of the Allied nutcracker moved 
on retreating Communists on the 
southeast beachhead. South 
Koreans secured Pohang and 
started mopping up the surround- 
ing area. 

Four American  bridgeheads 
have now been secured across the 
Naktong __sriver. Infantrymen 
fought for a major break-through 
in the northwest corner of the 
perimeter. After capturing Waeg- 
wan Tuesday their objectives now 
were Kumchon and Taejon, im- 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 20 (UP) 
—The. Defense Department said 
today that there had been 13,911 
Korean war casualties whose 
next of kin had been notified 
through Sept. 15. 

Of these, 1684 were killed in 


action and another 174 died of 
wounds for a total of 1858. 

There were notifications sent 
to next of kin of 8709 wounded 
in action. That included the 174 
who subsequently died. 

Since the Korean war began, 
3518 have been reported missing 
in action, but of these 148 have 
returned to friendly lines and 50 
have been officially listed as 
captured or interned. 

The Army had the greatest 
number of casualties. Its total 
was 12,876, including 1500 killed 
in action and 152 who died of 
wounds. The number of Army 
wounded was 7961, including the 
152 fatally wounded; and 3415 
missing-in action, of whom 132 
have returned safe and 48 cap- 
tured or interned. 

The Marine Corps casualties, 
whose next of kin had been noti- 
fied through Sept. 15, totaled 
876. This included 145 killed in 
action; 20 died of wounds; and 
701 wounded and 10 missing. 

Navy casualties totaled 33, in- 
cluding 11 killed, one dead of 
wounds, 17 others wounded, and 
four missing. 

There were 126 Air Force casu- 
alties, including 28. killed in 
action, one fatally wounded: 
eight others wounded, and 89 
missing. Of those missing, 16 re- 
turned safe and two were of-

TOKYO, Sept. 20 (UP)—Amer- 
ican B-29 Superforts and fighter 
planes attacked retreating North 
Korean Communist troops and 
other targets in both North and 
South Korea today. 

The F-90 jets and F-51 Mus- 
tangs, armed with rockets, bullets 
and fire bombs, hammered re- 
treating enemy troops and sup- 
plies before they could be assem- 
bled in new defensive positions. 

They started their parade across 


the channel from Japan at dawn 
in good weather. 


Sixty Superforts hit 37 separate 
targets in North Korea, including 
a large Communist troop training 
area and a barracks in Pyongyang. 


Some anti-aircraft fire was en- 
countered, but the Superforts re- 
turned safe. 

Other B-29s spotted a train en- 
tering a tunnel! south of Seoul. 
The bombers sealed both ends of 
the .tunnel. 

Fighter pilots reported good

SUPPOSED WAR-LOST 
SAFE OF VALUABLES 
FOUND IN HAMBURG 


HAMBURG, Germany, Sept. 20 
(UP)—Johann Heinrich Watty, a 
jeweler who emigrated to St. 
Louis before World War II, was 
informed by police that a safe 
full of valuables, reported to 
have been lost in the bombing of 
this city in which a shop he 
owned was destroyed, has been 
found. 

Police said workers clearing 
the debris on the site of his shop 
uncovered the safe. They said 
they would hold the treasure for 
Watty. 


Watty came to St. Louis early 
in World War II from Fort Lau- 
derdale, Fla. after the Army 
took over a hotel he owned. He 
operated a small jewelry shop at 
495612 Delmar boulevard until 
May, 1949, when he returned to 
Fort Lauderdale. 

Presently, he is owner of a dia- 
mond importing company in that 
city. Hugo Walther, a St. Louis 
lawyer and friend of Watty said 
Watty had made several trips to 
Hamburg trying to find some of 
the valuables lost in the bombing.

—Gen. George C. Marshall stood 
today on the tifreshold of perhaps 
the most difficult office he has 
held in 48 years.as a soldier and 
statesman. 


Only certain Senate confirma- 
tion of his appointment and the 
formality of administering an 
oath were needed to make him 
the nation’s third Secretary of 
Defense. 

If there was any doubt that job 
is difficult and demanding, the 
record should resolve the doubt. 
James Forrestal, the first De- 
fense Secretary, collapsed under 
the pressure of the work, re- 
signed, committed suicide. Louis 
Johnson, caught up in_  inter- 
departmental controversy and 
congressional criticism, was 
forced to resign. 

Marshall’s appointment was ap- 
proved 9 to 2 by the Senate 
Armed Services Committee yes- 
terday after he had answered 
questions about his attitude to- 
ward the job. The “no” votes 
came from Senators Knowiand 
(Rep.), California, and Cain 
(Rep.), Washington, in protest 
against naming a military man to 
a post Congress had reserved for 
civilians. They also voted last 
week against the law change 
rushed through Congress to make 
an exception in Marshall’s case. 

Senate ratification of the com- 
mittee’s recommendation was tak- 
en for granted. Leaders hoped 
to get a vote today. 

In testimony before the Senate 
Armed Services Committee, Gen. 
Marshall indicated that he had no 
part in the formation of the much- 
maligned attitude toward China.

THREE ARMED MEN 
ROB NORTH ILLINOIS 
BANK OF $20,000 


SOUTH HOLLAND, IIL, Sept. 
20 (UP) — Three men today 
robbed the South Holland Sav- 
ings & Trust Bank of $20,000 and 
escaped in an automobile. 


The three entered the bank 
shortly after its opening, herded 
seven employes into the vault, 
gathered the money and fled. 
They were armed, police said, 
but no shots were fired. 

South Holland is about 18 miles 
south cf the Chicago loop. 

The bank was known as one of 
the most “bullet-proof” in the 
Chicago area, having been 
equipped with many protective 
devices since a 1934 holdup at- 
tempt in which three robbers 
were xilled. 

M. H. Waterman, bank presi- 
dent, said two young men came 
to the window of Carl T. Water- 
man, vice president and cashier, 
shortly after opening and said 
they wanted to discuss a mort- 
gage loan. 

Carl Waterman admitted them 
to a small office and stepped out 
to get some papers. The two 
men followed him, produced 
guns and told the bank employes 
to “all stand in the center of 
the bank.” From that point, 
none of the employes could 
reach alarm buttons. 

One of the two men scooped 
money from the drawers of four 
cages into a paper sack. When 
two customers started through 
the lobby into the bank, a third 
robber herded them into the 
group of employes. 

“They didn’t miss more than 
five bills,” said Edwin J. Becker, 
assistant cashier.

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FRENCH CUT DOWN 


REBEL BATTALION 
IN INDOCHINA 


Counterattack Sends Viet- 
minh Units Fleeing to 
Border — Dongkhe Re- 
captured. 


SAIGON, Sept. 20 (UP)— 
French troops battling what may 
be a large-scale Communist at- 
tempt to seize control of Indo- 
china cut down a battalion of 
Communist troops today in a 
“slaughterhouse” attack and sent 
enemy units fleeing toward the 
nearby Communist border. 

The fighting took place near 
Dongkhe, on the border between 
Iindochina and Communist China. 
French sources said the fortress 
town, which fell to the rebels 
yesterday, was retaken tonight. 

Officials said the French col- 
umn, of undisclosed strength, 
caught the Communist Vietminh 
battalion between Langson and 
Dongkhe and inflicted “severe 
losses.” 

Earlier French reconnaissance 
pilots who flew over Donkghe 
said the fortress appeared to have 
been abandoned by the rebels in 
the face of the French counter- 
attack. 

Nearly all neutral and French 
sources here believed the Dong- 
khe assault was a local affair 
rather than the start of a general 
Communist offensive, even 
though the French have charged 


that troops trained in Commu- 
nist China and guns supplied by 
the Communist army there were 
used in the operation. 

Nevertheless reports reaching 
here from Hong Kong insisted 
that the Communists may ‘have 
launched their long-awaited of- 
fensive. These reports quoted 
sources in Canton and Nanning, 
reputed Vietminh headquarters in 
South China, that a party of Rus- 
sian military advisers had left 
for the Indochina border and that 
supplies of ammunition were 
being shipped from China to In- 
dochina. 

(The Associated Press reported 
earlier that rebel troops were said 
to be attacking Thatkhe, near the 
attacking Thatkhe, near the 
northeast border with China, and 
Pakha, 125 miles west. Other 
Vietminh forces were said to be 
moving all along the front.)

Thus far no effort has 
been. made in the county to re- 
cruit auxiliary firemen or police 
to cope with a war attack, Myers 
said. 

C. Willard Max, chairman of 
the Olivette board of trustees, an- 
nounced last night the village 
would co-operate with the Coun- 
ty Council of Defense. He made 
his announcement after about 75 
Olivette citizens heard a talk by 
Rey Eilers, patent attorney and 
World War II engineering officer, 
on the effects of an atomic at- 
tack.

The United Nations General As- 
sembly sped through its organi- 
zational work today. 

The morning meeting—second 
of the current session—was ccn- 
vened by Nasrollah Entezam of 
Iran, the Assembly’s new presi- 
dent, with the fight to seat Com- 
munist China only temporarily 
interrupted. 

That fight was started at yes- 
terday’s opening meeting with 
India’s’ surprise motion to seat 
Red China in the place of Na- 
tionalist China. The move was 
beaten 33 to 16.

The Assembly elected the fol- 
tts ccmmittee chairmen to- 

ay: 


Arbelaez, War Minister of Colom- 
bia. 

Economic— Gustavo Gutierrez 
of Cuba.

Legal—Dr. Frantizek Outrata of 
Czechoslovakia. 

Vice presidencies were given to 
the United States, Britain, France, 
Russia, China, Venezuela and Aus- 
tralia. Heads of the delegations 
of those countries, including the 
Chinese Nationalist delegation, 
will serve in these posts. 

The Assembly president, the 
vice presidents and the chairmen 
of the six standing committees 
make up the important steering 
committee which maps the Assem- 
bly’s program of work. It is cus- 
tomary to give vice presidencies 
to the five major powers so they 
will be represented on the steer- 
ing committee. The six standing 
committees are made up of repre- | 
sentatives of all 59 members of 
the U.N.

Gross, Breoklyn’s biggest bookie, 
agreed to tell his story of police- 
gambler intrigue but changed his 
ming at the last minute last night 
and refused to identify police of- 
ficials who were either his part- 
ners or on his payroll. 

The distraught 34-year-old 
bookie told Judge Sameul S. Lei- 
bowitz in his chambers in Kings | 
County Court that “I have a very | 
hard decision to make. It both- 
ers me and.it will bother a lot 
of other people. I do not want 
to speak for I may hurt many 
other families with lots of kids 
= it will create a terrible scan- 

a a 

He asserted that bookmaking 
was “like any other large busi-| 
ness, you have to make contacts.” | 

“Bought” Many Policemen. 

During the years he operated, 
he told the judge, he had 
“bought” many policemen... 
men who “might be a captain to- 
day and an inspector in six 
months.” | 

Bookmakers, he said, cannot | 
operate without police protection 
—‘“if you do you'll get pinched.” 

He asked the judge for time 
to make up his mind and said he 
would like to speak to the police- 
men involved before he said any 
more. He admitted under ques- 
tioning that ‘‘a few” high police 
officials were his “associates” in 
the $20,000,000-a-year syndicate 
he ran until last Friday when it 
was smashed by District Attor- 
ney Miles F. McDonald. 

Judge Leibowitz ordered Gross 
held in $250,000 bail—the high- 
est bond ever granted in a book- 
making case—and Gross was tak- 
en to Kings county civil prison 
where a 24-hour guard from the 
sheriff’s office was placed out- 
side his cell. 

Talks 2 Hours 45 Minutes. 

Gross had talked for two hours 
and 45 minutes to Judge Leibo- 
witz and District Attorney Mc- 
Donald, while a stenographer took 
notes. 

The only question now is 
whether Gross will hedge or tell 
all. Gross may be trying to get 
out from under by naming minor 
police with whom he was involved 
and hold out on others whom he 
has reason to fear. 

The bookmaker is believed to 
have been set up in his multi- 
million dollar corporation by a. 
group of top police officials who 
were still acting directors of the 
firm until it was dissolved sud- 
denly Friday by McDonald's 
raiders. 

Following the lead of Gross, his 
boss, another bookie began talk- 
ing last night and mentioned to 
the special Kings grand jury the 
name of “a notorious gangster.” 

After the bookie, Irving Gold- 
stein, finished his testimony, he 
asked to be held in protective 
custody. Goldstein is suspected | 
of having let himself be arrested | 
by two police for their “accom- | 
modation.” | 

Goldstein, 39, of Brooklyn, was 
brought before Judge Leibowitz | 
where he also pleaded for pro- | 
tection for his wife and four | 
children. Judge Leibowitz or-. 
dered McDonald to assign guards 
to his family immediately. 

Other raids by McDonald’s men 
Friday led to the roundup of 16 | 
of Gross’s employes including | 
his brother, Jack, 23. The special 
investigators acted on McDonald's 
orders after nine months of in- | 
vestigatgn during which they | 
gathered hundreds of wire-tap | 
conversations, showing that cer- | 
tain police officials were in- | 
volved in more than merely | 
shaking the ring down for pro- 
tection.

But Chancellor Konrad Ade- 


mauer’s advice to his countrymen 
now is “restraint and patience.” 
He sees them nearing the end of

Only five years ago, 100,000 
captive German soldiers milled in 
a barbed wire enclosure near 
Adenauer’s home. He could watch 
hungry German civilians beg for 
garbage from Allied troop kitch- 
ens.

New Army in Prospect.

Adenauer’s prospec- 
tive top aide in this is Count 
Gerhard von Schwerin, who com- 
manded panzer forces in Russia 
and the African desert. 

The lid is off German steel pro- 
duction, once tabbed for virtual 
extinction. The vast industrial 
Ruhr can fire up its reserve blast 
furnaces as long as it shows un- 
filled orders for Western arma- 
ment needs. 

The freeze is over, too, for Ger- 
man shipyards. No more limita- 
tions on commercial ships for 
buyers abroad. Who doubts that 
German purchasers will soon have 
the same right? 

The Allied Military Security 
Board, which originally was or- 
dered to keep West Germany dis- 
armed until 1953, is almost out 
of a job. The time is past when 
Allied officials can dictate to the 
Germans how to draft laws, levy 
taxes, run newspapers, or teach 
school. 


Veto Privileges to Go. 


Instructed by their foreign min- 
isters to liquidate most of their 
veto privileges, the Allied high 
commissioners face the ultimate 
prospect of becoming mere am- 
bassadors. 

But in contemplating its quick 
resurgence, Germany cannot for- 
get that the menace of a third 
world war is responsible for most 
of it. Communist aggression in 
Korea—a similarly divided coun- 
try—is credited with putting old 
Allied policies for Germany into 
the final tailspin. 


Some Germans wonder suspi- | 


ciously if they are being used as 
pawns in a Washington-Moscow 


struggle for supremacy. These say | 


they want to stay neutral. Many 
are wary of heavy costs and per- 
sonal sacrifices involved in re- 
armament, though it be in the 
joint European defense frame- 
work. 

In Bonn, Adenauer said yester- 
day the decisions of the Western 
Foreign Ministers “met the very 
essential wishes of the German 
people.” 

“The keynote of this docu- 
ment was different from similar 
communiques issued by the Allies 
in the past,” Adenauer said. “It 
is much better and has a warmer 
sound. 

Likes the ‘Sound’ of It. 


“The document has to be read 
with utmost care. This applies 
not only to each word or sen- 
tence but also to its sound.” 

The Chancellor said he would 
not elaborate further until “some 
things which were discussed in 
New York are completely devel- 
oped.” 

“Time and patience are neces- 
sary for all these things,” he 
added. “Especially we Germans 
have to exercise restraint and pa- 
tience.” 

Berlin officials greeted the for- 
eign ministers’ statement with 
elation. 

Mayor Ernst Reuter described 
it as a “brilliant and remarkable 
statement. It pleases me very 
much.” He insisted on reading 
aloud the paragraph paying trib- 
ute to the efforts of the West 
Berliners in their fight for free- 
dom.

Broad as these promises are, 
details must still be worked out 
in almost every instance between 
the Allied High Commission and 
German officials. It is in this 
important stage that the Germans 
fear a breakdown and hope des- 
perately that it won’t occur. 

Experience Disappointing. 

The Germans have had a long 
and bitterly disappointing experi- 
ence with Allied agreements in 
the past which never became 
fully effective because of Allied 
differences. 

Perhaps more important than 
the details of the communique, 
however, was its recognition of 
the Western German Government 
as the only one “entitled to, speak 
for Germany” and of Allied con- 
tinual insistence that Germany 
must be unified. 

The Soviets will now be faced 
with the awkward question of 
forming their own “splinter gov- 
ernment” in the East after the 
Oct. 15 elections and with revis- 
ing any plans they may have had 
about Berlin in light of the new 
Western guarantees. 

The Allies have made it per- 
fectly plain that they will hold 
the Soviets responsible for an at- 
tack on Western Berlin whether 
it be made by the Soviets or by 
the East German “police army.” 


French Welcome Move to End 
State of War. 


PARIS, Sept. 20 (AP)—The 
western foreign ministers’ de- 
cision to end the state of war 
with Germany will be “heartily 
welcomed” by the French Govern- 
ment, Parliament and people, an 
official spokesman said last night.

A Jesuit Answers Weller 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


May I,-as a Jesuit for the past ‘35 
years, and as the national secretary of 
the Sodality of Our Lady, an organiza- 
tion begun by the Jesuits to promote de- 
votion to the Blessed Virgin Mary, ex- 
press my indignation at finding in the 
Post-Dispatch an article by George 
Weller charging the Jesuits with being 
opposed to a dugmatic declaration by 
Pope Pius XII of the Assumption of 
the Blessed Virgin Mary into heaven? 
’ What: authority has Mr. Weller for 
Saying that “the Society of Jesus, or 
Jesuit Order, has done its utmost to 
block this doctrine from becoming 
dogma’”’? It seems strange that a man 
in my position, who was in Rome just 
last month and who saw both the Holy 
Father and the General of the Jesuits, 
should have to learn of such opposition 
from a newspaper man in the United 
States. Mr. Weller quotes no documents 
and gives no names. 

Far from doing their utmost to block 
such a doctrine from becoming dogma, 
the Jesuits, as far as I have been able 
to observe, have done outstanding work 
to promote it. In December of 1947 
the Jesuits sponsored an international 
congress of the Sodalities of Our Lady 
for the express purpose of hastening the 
day of such a declaration. 

That congress was held in Barcelona, 
Spain, and was attended by Jesuits 
from very many nations. I was an offi- 
cial delegate from the United States. At 
that congress I heard a radio address 
direct from the Vatican to the 18,000 
delegates, in which Pope Pius XII 
praised the delegates for having assem- 
bled to study and to pray for the defini- 
tion of doctrine of the Assumption of 
the Blessed Virgin Mary. A copy of 
the proceedings of this congress is in 
my office for anyone to see. 

Of course Mr. Weller knew nothing 
of this congress nor of the many other 
efforts of Jesuits to promote the dog- 
matic declaration of the Assumption of 
the Blessed Virgin Mary into heaven. 
His article betrays an apparent ignor- 
ance of things Catholic. Consider for 
example his last sentence. He says that 

the Immaculate Conception means “that 
Mary’s own birth was free from the sin 
of Eve.” He not only mistakes birth 
for conception but Eve for Adam.

No to German Troops 


The principal result of the Big Three Foreign 
Ministers’ conference naturally enough concerns 
Europe. It is the decision of the conference not 
to accept Secretary of State Acheson’s plan for 
the incorporation of Western German units into 
a unified Western European armed force. 

Mr. Acheson made a frank and well publicized 
effort to win support for such a move. Due 
mainly to adamant French resistance, based upon 
the age-old French fear of a militarily strong 
Germany, the communique announcing the re- 
sults of the conference did not even mention 
the American proposal. Instead, it declared: 


1. That the Western allies will themselves 
undertake the defense of Berlin and West- 
ern Germany, treating any attack upon 
Western Germany as an attack upon them- 
selves. 

2. That the recreation of a German na- 
tional army is not in the best interests of 
Europe or Germany—a point on which the 
Big Three are “fully agreed.” 

France’s Foreign Minister Schuman evident- 
ly made a strong point against the American 
plan by arguing that its acceptance might re- 
sult in the instant defeat.of his government. 
He had another effective argument in his con- 
tention that, since not all of Western Europe 
can be armed overnight, first priority should be 
given to organizing the non-Germans, thus post- 
poning the question of German participation. 

Mr. Schuman carried the same viewpoint into 
the meeting of the North Atlantic Council with 
the result that this body also, representing 12 
nations, failed to act on the German rearma- 
ment question. It “warmly welcomed” the pro- 
posal for a combined military force, but post- 
poned any more positive action until after fur- 
ther consultation. 

The upshot is that allied occupation troops 
will be strengthened, and German police forces 
slightly expanded to deal with internal subver- 
sion, but the long-range defense plan remains 
undetermined. During the immediate future 
the deterrent to a Soviet attack in Europe will 
not be the West’s armed strength on the spot, 
but the West’s firm determination to regard an 
attack on one as an attack on all. 

This is -a clear warning to Russia that any 
aggression in Europe comparable to that in 
Korea will be resisted just as it was in Korea. 
—ee¢

Many non- 
drinkers have heard of it, but know little or 
nothing of how A.A. operates. The invitation is 
open to all, including those who need to know 
the ways of moderation or abstention, as the 
case may be. The motive for attending the 
open meeting may be to express gratitude or 
admiration, to seek aid, to satisfy curiosity, to 
collect information for someone else. 

Whatever the motivation, the local Alcoholics 
Anonymous group says any and all visitors will 
be welcome. The idea is good. It should be 
the means for extending benefits, one way or 


' another, to many persons who have permitted 


alcoholism to become a problem for themselves, 
their families and their friends. 
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Worth a Careful Check 


Mayor Darst is fully justified in directing 
Assessor Sestric to review the status of the 294 
listed parsonages within St. Louis to determine 
whether they should be taxed. To be tax ex- 
exempt, a parsonage, under a ruling by the 
Attorney General of Missouri, must be used 
exclusively as a residence for a clergyman. 

Investigation has shown, however, that not all 
such properties so listed are used solely for resi- 
dence. Some produce income. As a matter of 
fact, 31 are now listed on the Assessor’s books 
as taxable. The question of tax exemption for 
church and sectarian property is being raised in 
enough quarters nowadays to put the whole 
problem in a new light. 

Certainly St. Louis should know which par- 
sonages are dwellings pure and simple and 
which yield rent or other income. The city 
needs revenue too trgently to pass up funds 
which fairly should go into its bank account.

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Fast Work in Congress 


Congress can get things done speedily when 
it wants to. Barely a week ago President Tru- 
man announced that he would appoint George C. 
Marshall to be Secretary of Defense if Congress 
passed the necessary enabling legislation. 

The bill was prepared at once and introduced. 
It passed both chambers almost as soon as it 
came to them after committee action. Mr. Tru- 
man lost no time in signing the bill after its 
arrival at the White House. Thereupon, he sent 
the nomination of Gen. Marshall to the Senate 
and already the Senate Armed Forces Commit- 
tee has approved, 9 to 2. Confirmation of the 
appointment is only a matter of time. 

All this has happened after congressional 
leaders announced that they were not going to 
take up anything new before adjournment. 

The opposition to Gen. Marshall in the Senate 
committee came, oddly enough, from two vet- 
erans of World War II—Republicans Cain of 
Washington and Knowland of California. Both 
were in the Army in Europe when Gen. Marshall 
was Chief of Staff. The obstacle in the way of 
the Marshall appointment was the provision 


- which barred anyone from the office of Secre- 


tary of Defense who served in the armed forces 
in the last 10 years. 

Thus, Senators Cain and Knowland legally 
would have been barred just as much as Gen. 
Marshall had Mr. Truman decided to appoint 


either one of them to the post.

Labor Wins by Six 

By six votes Britain’s Labor Government has 
survived a test of confidence on its decision to 
proceed with nationalization of the steel indus- 
try. Since the Government has a paper ma- 
jority of only seven, the vote is an indication 
of tight party discipline and complete party 
unity on the steel issue. 

Winston Churchill’s denunciation of the step 
as. a betrayal of trust will not, we suspect, be 
taken too seriously in England. The Labor Gov- 
ernment was elected twice on a pledge to na- 
tionalize steel. The only reason for not carrying 
out the pledge now was that Labor’s victory 
the second time was by a narrow margin. 

Yet Mr. Attlee had deliberately refrained from 
nationalizing steel prior to last spring’s election, 
as he might have done when he had a whopping 
majority, in order to give the voters a second 
chance to pass on the question. Having post- 
poned nationalization when he had a large ma- 
jority, he could hardly be asked to postpone it 
again simply because he had a small one. 

It must be hoped that the transition to na- 
tional ownership can be accomplished without 
disruption of a vital industry in critical times. 
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Another Blow in Berkeley 

The loyalty oath dispute has done further 
damage to the University of California’s aca- 
demic reputation, which once was high and 
proud. The university has been forced to drop 
45 courses, thus limiting its fundamental power 
to educate its students. 

Most of these courses would have been taught 
by 21 professors who refused to sign a non- 
Communist pledge. Department heads say they 
are unable to find qualified replacements for 
the teachers, and one department head is resign- 
ing in protest. 

The irony. of it is that none of the affected 
professors has even been accused of subversive 
belief. The only issue now is whether the 
Board of Regents has the right to order them 
to swear to their loyalty each year, and even 
the regents split politically on the question. The 
21 professors resent the insecurity and implied 
suspicion behind the loyalty order. 

Earlier this month the American Psychological 
Association found the university guilty of violat- 
ing academic freedom and the tenure rights of 
the faculty, and advised members not to accept 
employment there. Undoubtedly the powerful 
American Association of University Professors 
also will inspect the loyalty oath purge. 

A university must be judged by its ability to 
provide a broad curriculum and to attract good 
teachers. The University of California is losing 
some of its capacity to do either one.

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Praise for the 307th M.G. Group 


Frank D. Sullivan, co-ordinator for civil de- 
fense in St. Louis, says that this city is ahead 
of most other communities in planning for de- 
fense in the event of armed attack.

The China Issue Postponed 


Secretary of State Acheson was careful not 
to discuss the merits of the Chinese representa- 
tion issue when he opposed India’s motion in the 
U.N. General Assembly to seat Communist 
China at once. 

Mr. Acheson took the position that the or- 
derly handling of the Assembly’s business re- 
quired postponement of a decision on China. He 
won, but the 16 supporters of the Indian resolu- 
tion plus the 10 abstentions added up to 26 
votes, only seven short of the 33 which backed 
Mr. Acheson. 

What would be the result if the Assembly had 
a chance to vote squarely on the question of 
who is entitled to represent China? The answer 
may come when the committee which will be 
appointed to study the question reports back. 

Meanwhile, the United States would do well 
to examine the implications of a situation in 
which growing sentiment appears to be devel- 
oping, especially in Asia, for recognition of the 
fact that Mao Tse-tung’s regime does govern 
China. Our leadership is strong, but it cannot 
disregard the opinion of others.

For 20 years, the Missouri basin has 
been a national problem. In the 1930s, 
drouth, dust storms, and crop failures de- 
pleted the valley’s resources. In the 1940s 
there was plenty of rain—so much, in 
fact, that destructive floods repeatedly 
swept down the valley. 


After a hundred years of exploitation, 
the region’s resources need replenishment 
and conservation. That is the goal of an 
engineering enterprise that is now luild- 
ing more dams, levees. revetments, irri- 
gation ditches and power plants than have 
ever before been used in a single project. 


Within the Missouri watershed lies one 
sixth of the nation’s area and one fourth 
of its cropland. Congress has undertaken 
to irrigate 5,000,000 acres of land, to build 
2.000,000 kilowatts of 
electric - generating 
capacity, to hold 
down the soil against 
wind and rain, to ren- 
der a restless, dan- 
gerous river system 
navigable and man- 
ageable. 


But Congress has 
yet to face the ques- 
tion of whether these 
things are being 
done in the most ef- 
ficient way. By 
launching a vast ex- 
penditure with only Coe id 
a makeshift plan 
and no clear lines of responsibility, Con- 
gress runs the risk of a gigantic boon- 
doggle. 


Some people regard as a boondoggle 
much of the engineering work so far done 
along the river to establish a stable chan- 
nel for the use of barge shipping. 


Nevertheless the Army Engineers have 
seldom met serious difficulty in obtaining 
appropriations. They have the backing 
of Congressmen, Senators and the most 
important business interests of the val- 
ley cities. A Missouri valley business 
man can ‘breathe fire about “creeping so- 
cialism” one day and ask Congress for a 
subsidized ship channel the next. 


Drouth in the 1930s and floods in the 
1940s convinced both the natives and Con- 
gress that the valley, in any case, needed 
more than a navigable channel. A down- 
stream clamor for flood control and an 
upstream clamor for irrigation set two 
Government agencies to work—as usual, 
somewhat at cross purposes. 


The Army Engineers prepared a blue- 
print primarily for navigation and flood 
control. This was the Pick plan, named 
for Maj. Gen. Lewis A. Pick, now chief 
of Army Engineers, the colorful and per- 


suasive technician who built the Ledo 
road across Burma. 

The Bureau of Reclamation, in the De- 
partment of the Interior, drew up its own 
plan, primarily for power and irrigation. 
This was the Sloan plan, named for W. G. 
Sloan, the bureau’s field chief in Mon- 
tana. The bureau argued that irrigation 
would stabilize farm production in the val- 
ley, channel it into more useful forms, 
and make the best use of resources now 
partly wasted. 


That the two plans would conflict was 
inevitable from the outset. The sounds of 
battle grew louder until the sudden emer- 
gence of a third disputant enforced a 
hasty truce. 

The third force was an idea—the idea 
of a Missouri Valley Authority. Politically 
weak but logically and emotionally po- 
tent, the idea of a regional agency, organ- 
ized as a public corporation on the model 
of TVA, offered a ready answer to the 
feud between the Bureau of Reclamation 
and the Army Engincers. 

If the river had to be parceled out, uni- 
tary management of multipurpose reser- 
voirs seemed indispensable. If Pick and 
Sloan could not agree, why not turn over 
the show to some Great Plains Lilienthal? 

The agitation for MVA forced a shot- 
gun marriage between the Pick and Sloan 
factions. The Army Xngineers and the 
Reclamation Bureau set up an advisory 
committee representing all the federal 
agencies concerned and 10 state govern- 
ments. 


Dams which had been furiously de- 
nounced as engineering monstrosities were 
now quietly approved. Where one water 
use conflicted with another, the new Pick- 
Sloan coalition proposed to build enough 
facilities for all of them, and decided to 
trust in God to provide sufficient water. 

As construction proceeds, the valley is 
uneasily aware that a better way of man- 
aging the project must be found. The 
Bureau of Reclamation and the Army En- 
gineers say they have agreed on “over-all 
policies” for operation of the dams and 
reservoirs, but it is clear that there will 
be trouble when the two agencies actual- 
ly come to the point of deciding whether 
to release water for irrigation or hold it 
for navigation. 

The Hoover Commission bitterly con- 
demned the Pick-Sloan team for having 
caused “needless delay, confusion, and 
gross waste of the taxpayers’ money.” Even 
the interagency committee shows signs of 
realizing that some form of unified man- 
agement will eventually have to be de- 
vised. 


The MVA bill remains locked up in an 


unfriendly Senate committee, but it casts 
a long shadow’ up the valley. 


Nicer Name Than Blackmail?

More and more the techniques of the 
Communists are being embraced by those 
who profess to be fighting Communism. 
Self-appointed policemen of Americanism 
tend increasingly to insist upon a rigid, 
stereotyped conformity. 

They have enjoyed a rather frightening 
success of late in the entertainment indus- 
try. Puffed up over their success in de- 
stroying the careers of Paul Draper and 
Larry Adler, a group of them has now 
undertaken a systematic purge of radio. 

The index for its purge seems to be a 
book called “Red Channels,” purporting to 
show Communist infiltration in the broad- 
casting business; it amounts actually, of 
course, to nothing more than a listing of the 
group’s personal dislikes and has about as 
much validity as Elizabeth Dilling’s silly 
“Red Network” of some years ago. 

Nevertheless it has already scored a 
shoddy triumph in depriving the televi- 
sion actress, Jean Muir, of her leading 
role in the program known as “The Al- 
drich Family.” This is a triumph closely 


akin to that of the Russians in disciplining 
the composer, Shostakovich, and in silenc- 
ing every voice that does not faithfully 
follow the Communist party line. 

Whatever Miss Muir’s political opin- 
ions and associations may be, the plain 
fact is that she has been made the victim 
of a form of organized thuggery. There is 
no nicer name for what was done in Miss 
Muir’s case than blackmail. 

It represents an intrusion into American 
life of methods that have hitherto been 
considered distinctively communistic. They 
are methods that can result only in bitter 
disunity and a destruction of American 
values.

Between Book Ends 


Credo of a Modernist 


MOHOLY-NAGY, by Sibyl Moholy-Nagy. (Harper & 

Brothers, $6.50.) 

Sibyl Moholy-Nagy’s biography of her 
husband projects the personality of a bril- 
liant and versatile artist. Founder of the 
Chicago “School of Design’—first called 
the ‘“‘New Bauhaus,”—Laslo Moholy-Nagy 
died in 1946, nine years after his arrival 
in this country. During those nine years 
he exerted a considerable influence upon 
the trend of American art. 

To the current discussion about this 
trend, now moving from the limited range 
of art periodicals into the journals of lit- 
erature and criticism, this book will add 
its share of dynamite. Considered in con- 
junction with Moholy’s own writings—“The 
New Vision” and “Vision in Motion’—the 
biography rounds out his credo which is 
based on two propositions: 

The first holds that contemporary art 
must relate itself to the total activity of 
the Machine Age. Resting upon the fact 
that ee built or manufactured must 

designed, and that 
design is the basis of 
all art, it states that 
art is, therefore, 
everybody’s business. 
The first notable 
academic application 
of this idea in recent 
times occurred in the 
German Bauhaus, in 
which a number of 
architects and art- 
ists. including Wal- 
ter Gropius and Las- 
lo Moholy-Nagy, de- 
vised a program for 
integrating the arts 
whica furnish the 
background of modern living. The German 
Bauhaus gained wide recognition in the 
decade before it was banned by the Nazis. 
After 1933 Gropius, Moholy, and several 
others of the group brought their theories 
to America. Actually, of course. Frank 
Lloyd Wright, and others in the United 
States had been thinking along the same 
lines. This now generally accepted view 
was advanced among commercial artists 
and industrialists with great effect by 
Moholy’s teaching in Chicago.

The second proposition relates to the 
future course of painting and sculpture. 
It states that progress lies in pure design, 
in which no obvious associative or repre- 
sentational elements exist. This view has 
touched off explosive verbiage for many 
years, and is now evoking questions as to 
the philosophical and spiritual content of 
non-representational and non-objective art 
among writers outside the field of art. 
Moholy-Nagy’s contribution here may be 
found in his own works. 

He was Hungarian by birth, interna- 
tionalist by circumstance and conviction. 
From the central European art background 
of his youth, he progressed after the First 
World War from representational painting 
to experimental work in the fields of pho- 
tography, industrial art, and motion pic- 
ture and stage design. In painting and 
sculpture he became more and more a 


, purist, passing through various “isms” un- 


til he evolved a kind of non-objective ex- 
pression which is described by his wife as 
surpassing “structural harmony and spa- 
tial tension with a rhythmic interplay of 
light, color, and form, unafraid of emo- 
tional connotations.”

Something of this is in the anti- 
|subversives bill that Congress has 
adopted.

It 
undertakes to legislate what Amer- 
icans may or may not think. 


The same attempt to prescribe 
the free choice of ideas is in the 
zeal of professional patrioteers. 
Many organizations are attempt- 
ing to presume to say who shall 
and who shall not be heard on the 
radio and on television. 

This has been carried down to 
the point of attempting to black- 
list actors and actresses whose 
roles have nothing to do with 
politics.

Only in re- 
cent years has the sportsman 
been made to realize that the 
farmer, who actually raises the 


game, is the key to the solution | 


of our upland game bird prob- 
lems. 

A number of efforts have been 
made to get the farmer and 
sportsman to see eye-to-eye, but 
many of them have failed be- 
cause the farmer has been asked 
to give something for nothing. 
Shooting privileges are usually 
based on many years of genuine 
friendship and not on hurried 
“fair weather” acquaintanceship 
which is too often accompanied 
by a small peace offering, such 
as a few shells, a little liquid re- 
freshment, or slap or two on the 
back. 

Posting of land has increased 


in about 80 per cent of our coun-— 


ties since 1946 and is increasing. 
Posting restricts hunting and 
fishing activities in 72 per cent 
of the counties in Missouri. Yet, 
some few hunters still labor un- 


der the delusion that a hunting | 


license gives them the right to 
trespass. This has never been 
so. The first American game law 
of which we have knowledge, en- 
acted in 1623, declared that all 
hunting and fishing in Plymouth 
Colony was to be free “except 
on private property.” Even in 


those days the rights of the land- | 
owner were given legal recogni- | 


tion. 
It’s a Small Minority. 
In almost every instance, land 


is posted to keep out the small | 


minority of hunters who have no 
respect for property rights of 
others. These few have been 
known to trespass without per- 
mission, destroy a portion of 
growing crops, cut fences, leave 
gates open, accidentally or delib- 
erately, shoot poultry and farm 
animals, and actually steal farm 
products and other farm prop- 
erty. It is no wonder that so 
much land is posted. The won- 
der is that not all of it is posted 


against trespass, because of this | 


small minority which makes the 


“tarring with the same stick” of. 


a majority a necessity by the 
landowners. 


The farmer, if he chooses to | 


do so, has the greatest number 
of places to hunt and fish be- 
cause of his farmer friends, to 
whom he accords the same privi- 
lege. The small business man, 
who has almost daily contact 
with farmers, comes next in the 
list, and the man from the larg- 
er cities is last because of the 
meager contact he is able to 
develcp, due to his distance from 
productive shooting areas, and 
the fact that his business rela- 
tionships with the farmer are 
few, if any. 

No doubt, opportunity for hunt- 
ing and fishing privileges has be- 
come highly competitive. The 
individual who waits until open- 
ing day to find a place to hunt 
will find it more and more dif- 
ficult. Sportsmen must. accept 
the farmer as a partner in the 
business of wildlife producticn, 
respect his property, and treat 
him fairly. The minority must 
eliminate the hayseed and yokel 
attitude, if relationships are to 
be improved. 

Not All Given Rights. 

It is a safe bet that 90 per cent 
of the posted farms in the Ozarks 
permit hunting to someone. Not 
everyone who requests permis- 
sion to hunt is granted this right, 
but a surprisingly many are al- 
lowed this privilege—provided 
they can convince the farmer that 
they are the right kind of folks.

HOUSTON, Tex., Sept. 20 (AP) 
~The American Federation of 
Labor is planning new efforts to- 
ward organization of workers in 
the South. The AFL also may try 
to move into John L. Lewis’s do- 
main—the coal fields. 


Resolutions aimed at those ob- 
jectives were ready today for sub- 
mission to the AFL’s sixty-ninth 
annual convention. They were ex- 
pected to win unanimous approval, 
probably Friday. 

Secretary of Labor Maurice 
Tobin was today’s principal sched- 


uled speaker, and second in a/§ 


series of Administration spokes- 
men to appear. W. Averell Harri- 
man, special assistant to Presi- 
dent Truman, told the AFL yes- 
terday Senator Taft (Rep.), Ohio, 
should be defeated for re-elec- 
tion. President Truman sent a 


message praising labor’s produc- 
tion efforts and repeating his op- 
position to the Taft-Hartley Act. 
Vice President Barkley is sched- 
uled to speak tomorrow. 

The AFL claims that many em- 
ployers seeking to evade union 
|influence are shifting their indus- 
tries to the fast-growing South 
and Southwest, where union con- 
trol is weaker. 

“Unionization of the Southern 
industries,” says the resolution, 
“will not only improve the stand- 
ard of living of millions of work- 
ers located in the South, benefit 
the nation as a whole by adding 
substantially to the purchasing 
power essential to the prosperity 
of our country ... but it will 
also weaken the forces of reac- 
tion, since the South today con- 
stitutes the strongest citadel of 
reaction in our nation.”

Recalls Marshall’s Mission. 


Taft said the appointment of 
Gen. George C. Marshall as Sec- 
retary of Defense “raises still 
more doubts” about the Admin- 
istration’s attitude regarding 
Communism. He said the Admin- 
istration sent Marshall to China 
in 1947 with orders to make 
Chiang Kai-shek take Communists 
into his cabinet, “with the obvious 
danger of their taking over the 
government.” 


The Administration, Taft de- 
clared, has been influenced “by 
Communists in the Government” 
and by men like Henry A. Wal- 
lace, former Vice President, and 
the late Harry Hopkins, adviser 
to President Roosevelt.

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In the Ozarks 
Exploring Trip 
In the Wilderness 


By Leonard Hall 


AST week we went on an exploring trip down 

into the wild country which flanks the Cur- 

rent river in Carter county, north of Van 

Buren. We stopped there long enough to pick 

up our friend Ben 

Davis, proprietor of 

the Rosecliff Hotel 

and outstanding con- 

servationist in the 

Ozark country, then 

headed away from the 

highway. The roads 

we followed up one 

creek and down an- 

other would hardly 

make a suitable au- 

tumn tour and cer- 

tainly added their 

quota of dents and 

scratches to our al- 

ready battered car. 

But we built our 

luncheon fire and 

boiled the coffee beside a spring-fed stream where 

the beautiful scarlet lobelia, or cardinal flower, 

most spectacular of all our fall wildflowers, 

bloomed in profusion beside its more common 
cousin, the blue lobelia. 

* * * 

OUR JOURNEY led us up to the headwaters 
of a stream where a spring flowed from a lime- 
stone bluff and then out through a long half- 
section of hollowed log. Once there had been a 
springhouse here, and a cabin. Both had long 
since fallen into decay and the fields grown up 
in brush. Watercress flourished in the spring 
branch, there were deer tracks in the soft earth 
and farther up the watercourse we ran into a 
herd of half-wild horses; but for a stretch of many 
miles there was no sign of human habitation nor 
even any car tracks in the trails we followed. At 
the end we crossed a high range of hills, drop- 
ping down into the watershed of another stream. 
Finally, after taking down several old fences, we 
came out into a traveled road of sorts which we 
trusted would lead us back to the highway. 

* * * 

HALF-WAY DOWN THIS ROAD we came 
upon an unusual sight. Up out of the valley rose 
a great smokestack, such as you might find serv- 
ing a large factory. As we came nearer, we could 
see the wreckage of many large buildings and a 
slag pile which must have covered several acres. 
Ben Davis explained to us that this was the old 
Midco charcoaling plant, built during the first 
World War for the production of charcoal and 
recovery of by-products. Here some 2000 persons 
had been temporarily employed, besides the num- 
ber who came in to build the plant. After the 
war it was closed and dismantled. Gone are the 
people and the busy industry which flourished 
here, and gradually the brush and timber moved 
in to cover the scars of man’s occupancy. 

x * * 

WE HAD COME upon the Midco ruins out of a 
wilderness which supported not a single family 
within an area of many square miles; and this 
despite the fact that at one time there had been 
a subsistence farm in every hollow and at every 
/ spot along the creeks where the bottom was wide 
enough to make a small field. At best, these 
farms eked out a livelihood as long as the timber 
lasted and furnished the main cash income, for 
these were the people who worked the saw-mills 
and hewed out the railroad ties. When the tim- 
ber went, the hills washed. Creeks became tor- 
rents during rains, carrying countless tons of 
gravel to cover the small fields, then dried up 
between rains because there was no longer enough 
sub-surface water to feed the small springs. And 
the gravelly soil was soon farmed out, leaving 
the people no choice ar to =" on. 

TODAY PART OF THIS LAND lies within the 
boundries of the Clark National Forest, while 
large blocks are also owned by the state and by 
some of the big timber concerns which practice 
good forestry. Although the area is extremely 
rough and would probably not be classed with our 
best Missouri forest lands, it has already started 
to stage a comeback after 15 years of protection 
against fire. Saw logs are furnishe@ from the 
better lands for the mills at Fremont and Winona 
and many railroad ties are being produced. And 
as the hills once more build up a cover of trees, 
shrubs and grass, the litter on the forest floor 
will again begin to hold the rains and check the 
run-off. In time, the springs may flow again and 
the disastrous floods will disappear. 

x 

THE MIDCO RUINS, for those who have eyes 
to see, have an eloquent lesson to teach. They 
lie in the very heart of the section which is be- 
ing touted as an ideal site for a hydrogen bomb 
plant, doubtless by the same people who have fa- 
vored the damming of Current river and who 
hope for a speculative profit on private lands 
which they own or have optioned in the area. The 
story they tell is quite different. It is of the won- 
ders which industry will bring to the quiet ham- 
lets of the Irish Wilderness, of the employment 
of thousands of persons in an area where people 
are today numbered in dozens, of the vast elec- 
tric power to be generated by streams where all 
the laws of hydraulics prove there is not enough 
dependable water-flow for anything other than in- 
termittent production of unpredictable amounts of 
electricity. I doubt, somehow, that the land ,spec- 
ulators boosting for the bomb plant will drive 
their prospects out the country road to the Midco 
ruin of slag and broken brick walls to “sell” them 
‘on the value of industrial development for the 


area. 
* * * 

IF OUR DEFENSE PROGRAM demands a 
hydrogen bomb plant located in the Ozarks, that 
is where we will have it; and without regard to 
whether it is a blessing or a curse. The matter 
at stake here is the survival of democracy. Nor 
have we yet arrived at such a low estate that any 
desire for quick profit by petty land speculators 
shall be a major factor—or any factor at all—in 
the location of important defense industries. Mean- 
while there is a good farm and forestry program 
going forward in the country along Current river 
which will, if business men and farmers and own- 
ers of forest land all pull together, assure a 


steadily growing prosperity for this part of the 


Ozarks in the years which lie ahead.

ifornia oranges at this time of

Beat egg whites 
until stiff, and add sugar, salt 
and vanilla. Arrange over top of 
custard and bake in a slow oven 
(325 degrees F.) about 15 minutes 
until lightly browned. Chill be- 
fore serving.

The player who held this hand 
discarded one of his aces. “I 
knew, from the previous plays, 
that it was the safest discard,” 
he said, “and I thought I could 
spare it. If I could get the pack, 
it wouldn't matter if I had to use 
six or seven cards to meld 90. I 
would get them all back.” 

All very true; and in one re- 
spect he was right, because the 
ace was not taken. But in that 
same round his right-hand oppo- 
nent took the pack, and now it 
became worth while to get the 
initial meld down. This could no 
longer be done with three cards. 
It would now require: at least 
four, ineluding both his wild 
cards. 

The player had been quite opti- 
mistic. He was playing to get the 
whole pack, and he apparently 
took it for granted that he would 
get it. But his opponents were 
trying, too. It would have been 
better to save the aces, even if it 
meant making a discard that was 
not quite so safe.

The Poor Speller 
By Angelo Patri 
6 6 UR 11-year-old son does not spell correctly in spite of 
() all we can do. We hear him spell the list for the next 
day and he does it correctly—then gets a failure in 
class. Why in the world he cannot do such a simple thing as 
spelling is beyond us!” 

Spellfng is not such a simple thing. It is a very complex 
process indeed. A study of the demands of spelling written 
words correctly discloses a process so intricate, so beautifully 
adjusted, so speedy and so mysterious in its working as to leave 
the student standing in reverent amazement. Eyesight and the 
memory of eyesight, hearing and its memory, speech and its 
registration, association of muscles and nerves, association of 
memories, their recall and its expression are all involved. 
Should any one stage of the procedure be at fault, the spelling 
will reflect it—in failure. 

* So =a 

THE ONLY THING to do with the poor speller, the con- 
firmed bad speller, is to have him tested in the psychological 
laboratory to discover if there is any deficiency in the proc- 
esses involved in spelling and to do what is possible to remedy 
any found. Sometimes glasses help, sometimes hearing aids are 
needed, sometimes muscular exercises. Until such a study has 
been made, drilling can be of little service. 

Oral spelling is not too helpful to written spelling. When 
parents hear spelling lists they are not insuring written tests. 
The two processes are different. Let the child write the words; 
correct the list; let him turn over his paper and rewrite the list 
from memory. Correct again and stop. If this does not help, 
a visit to the psychologist’s laboratory is indicated. 

x * * 

USING A TYPEWRITER helps some poor spellers. Of 
course the spelling must be corrected. Using the words in 
context helps. Reading a paragraph, writing it immediately 
from dictation, correcting it by comparison with the copy, helps 
some poor spellers. As spelling is a written exercise in prac- 
tical experience, the lessons should emphasize the written test, 
not the oral recitation. 

Drilling orally is rarely the answer. If ordinary methods 

fail, the psychologist should be Consulted and his advice 
followed.

Contract 
Bridge

CORRESPONDENT writes: “ 
friend and I have made a siz- 
able wager over a hand in the 
Bridge World magazine. This was 
the layout: 
South, dealer. 
Both sides vulnerable. 
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“South's contract was six no- 
trump. West led his top spade, 
won by the jack. South then fi- 
nessed to the diamond ten, which 
of course held the trick. South 
tried for a 3-3 break in diamonds, 
and when that failed, passed a 
heart to West. The outcome, how- 
ever, was a one-trick defeat—and 
the statement was then made in 
the Bridge World that the hand 
could have been made on a 
squeeze. 

“I disagree, and though my 
friend can’t solve the problem 
himself, he made a bet with me 
that the statement was correct. So 
it’s up to you to decide. I claim 
that South can't get going on the 
squeeze without cashing in three 
club tricks, and since he must dis- 
card from dummy ahead of East, 
the latter can’t be squeezed. He 
simply throws a diamond if dum- 
my throws one; a heart, if dummy 
discards from that suit.” 

I’m afraid you lose, my friend. 
The squeeze is there, although it 
is somewhat “double-dummyish.” 
South, after winning the diamond 
finesse to the ten, cashes the king 
and queen of clubs, comes back to 
his hand with a spade or a dia- 
mond, cashes the club ace, dis- 
carding a heart from dummy, then 
plays his last club, discarding an- 
other heart from the board. West 
wins, but that’s the last trick for 
his side! His return is immaterial 
—say, a spade. In any case, East 
cannot keep three hearts against 
South’s length and at the same 
time retain his diamond stopper. 
South makes three spades and 
three clubs—and either four dia- 
monds and two hearts, or three 
diamonds and three hearts. 

It is true that the squeeze can- 
not operate if South passes a 
heart, because it is dummy which 
feels the pressure first when 
South later cashes the club ace.

Legend of Silver Stitches 
By Fulton Oursler | 
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Parables 


HERE is a tale of deathless 
hope that I found in the 
Black Museum. One of the 
strangest collections of crime 
relics in the world is housed 
in that maze of ancient dun- 
geons under London’s Scotland 
Yard. One rainy morning I was 
allowed to visit its dark cham- 
bers below the embankment of 
the Thames, and it was then 
I came upon this relic of old 
sorrow and faith, so poignant 
and so trustful, that I have 
— been able to forget it. 
ney in glass cases around 
the dank walls are displayed— 
not for the public, which is 
barred from the scene but for 
the instruction of rookie police- 
men—souvenirs of old crimes, 
exhibits from murder trials and 
leftovers of unsolved violence. 
Amidst knives and guns and 
poison vials, I chanced to no- 
tice, in an obscure corner, the 
saddest object, to my eyes, in 
that or any other collection. 
It was a fading piece of 
needlework, fashioned by a 
woman prisoner nearly a cen- 


tury ago. 
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MY DETECTIVE FRIEND 
and guide told me its brief of- 
ficial history—the rest is leg- 
end. Fifty times the woman 
prisoner—a homeless dipso- 
maniac—had been jailed. She 
was regarded as incorrigible. 
But during her last stretch in 
prison, some mysterious change 
came over her. No longer did 
she rattle bars, spit at guards 
or curse the human race. In- 
stead the dull eyes took on a 
hopeful luster, withered lips 
silenced in a smile. What had 
happened? 

Perhaps it had begun when 
the guards shoved into her cell 
two cellmates—one, a young 
woman who, at 24 years of age, 
was a drunkard, a thief, and a 
mother, the other, her baby, 
locked up with her, for those 
were barbarous times in prison 
practice, everywhere. By some 
revival of womanly tenderness 
in her heart, the old sot took 
pity on her young companion. 
She comforted her, and helped 
nurse the child through a fever. 
And as time passed, she began 
to plead with the young mother 
to reform; to bring up her child 
in decency. 

Why had this alcoholic hag 
suddenly become so interested 
in helping another human be- 
ing? So much so that she even 
turned to the Bible. How she 
ever got a Bible in those callous 
days is a mystery, but she did 
get one, and in the‘feeble light 
of the cell she/ would stumble 
through texts, cracked voice 
echoing in low vaults. One 
verse from the Bible especially 
warmed their hearts—a promise 
that God would teach and guide 
the soul. 


BUT AS THE WEEKS passed, 
the old one grew weaker and 
her young friend feared that 
soon she would die. 

“Won't you give me some 
little thing to keep when we 
are no longer together?” the 
young mother asked. “Some re- 
minder that will steady me and 
keep me straight when I get 
out of here?” 

The old woman had nothing 
to give, but she promised to 
think it over. S--cretly, she 
knew what she was going to do; 
the jailers must not know. She 
had made up her mind to pro- 
duce a piece of embroidery that 
would be a keepsake for her 
friend, and she would work on 
it in the first hours of dawn, 
while mother and child—and 

guards—were still asleep. 

nor had neither thread nor 
needle, and only a tiny sliver 
of light to work by when the 
sun came up. And yet with un- 
bounded persistence, she did 
manage to make an outlandish 
decoration on her head scarf. 
Under glass, nearly a hundred 
years afterward, I beheld the 
finished task—a religious text 
that she had sewn; the em- 
broidered letters graceless but 
clear: 


“TI will instruct thee and teach 
thee in the way that 
thou shalt go—I will guide 

thee with mine eyes— 
thy home is in Heaven.” 
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HER NEEDLE had been a 
carefully concealed hairpin. But 
what had she used for thread? 
Where had she obtained those 
long silvery strands? From her 
own head, that’s where! 

They were her own gray 
hairs, plucked one by one, and 
stitched into the words of a Bi- 
ble promise, reasserting the 
faith which. she had found 
again; faith that God would 
help all of them, such as they 
were; the old alcoholic, the 
younger thief, and the baby; 
faith that in Heaven there 
would be a home and happi- 
ness for them. 

Soon after her job was done, 
the old lady died. The fabric 
she made from the hair of her 
repentent old head is in the 
Black Museum—and in my 
heart.

Lessons 
In Using Sign 


Language

PARIS, Sept. 20. 

T being my. observation that 

99 per cent of the Americans 

who visit the Continent of 
Europe do not speak more than 
half a dozen words of the lan- 
guages spoken on the Continent, 
I have decided to do a book on 
sign language. 

For the past 15 years I have 
used sign language abroad with 
tremendous success. Authorities 
on this means of communica- 
tion have told me that were it 
not for a slightly stiff elbow (I 
got it earning my leap-frog let- 
ter early in the Wilson admin- 
istration) I would be recognized 
as one of the best in the world 
at wig-wagging my wants to 
foreigners. 
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A WORD of warning is in 
order for those who might be 
tempted to drop those “French 
In Three Easy Lessons,” “Span- 
ish While You Wait For the 
Bus,” and “Italian Before 
Breakfast” books in favor of 
the sign language. It is a much, 
much more rigorous means of 
communication than by the 
tongue. 

Road work is essential. Twen- 
ty or 30 miles of jogging and 
sprinting a day is none too 
much, for unless the legs are 
strong one can never hope to 
order properly a_ stepladder, 
say, from an Italian assistant 
hotel manager. Ordering a step- 
ladder in Italy—and you know 
how you’re ALWAYS needing 
one of the things—sometimes 
requires hours of pretending to 
climb in the air. And evén then 
you are likely to get a fly swat- 
ter, not a stepladder, and have 
to begin all over again. 
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ONCE I HAVE pounded the 
necessity of physical fitness into 
my readers’ heads, I will give 
hundreds of examples of effec- 
tive sign language motions. 
With your permission—without 
it, even—lI will describe one or 
two. 

Telling a Frenchman that you 
want to catch a bus to Napo- 
leon’s Tomb. This is compara- 
tively simple. First, shrink 
yourself to approximately Na- 
poleon’s height, twist. your hat 
around until it looks cockeyed, 
poke your hand in your coat, 
and say, preferably in French, 
“Napoleon.” Then, just as if 
you were playing “the game,” 
act out a tomb with Napoleon |L__ 


buried beneath it. By this time 
the Frenchman, if he hasn't rus 
away, will understand what yo§ 
want to see. 

Then act out a bus in motion. 
To do this run along the street 
with your head lowered, alter- 
nately stopping and starting, 
and making a noise like a horn, 
and pretending to be taking up 
and punching tickets, putting on 
brakes, turning corners and, 
well, acting out a bus from 
start to finish. If you happen to 
be headed in the right way 
when you start playing bus the 
chances are that you'll eventu- 
ally get to a, s tomb. 


ORDERING ROAST B in 
Switzerland: Almost too obvious 
to describe.
